MEETING 


“COLONY'S POOR 


Presiding at a jolnt meoting of 
the General ond Executive Com- 
mittees of the Soctety for the Protec- 
tion of Children én Monday, Mr, 
T..M. Hazlerlgg, who ds leaving for 
Home on retirement on. Saturday 
snid he was cverlastingly indebted 
to the members of . the Committee 
for the way. they had worked since 
the Society was formed. . 

Speaking gf his own efforly on be- 
half of the Socicty, Mr. Hazlerlgg 
said he had done no more than his 
plain duty os one Who had had: o 
certa[n amount of expericnce of that 
particular type of work, a duty 
which he felt he owed ta the com- 
munity and to humanity. He pald a 
warm tribute to the work of the 
Society's Inspectors, stating that when 
the Society started Its ‘offleers had 
only the fainteyt glimmerings of what 
they would ‘be called upon to per- 
form. In those days, morcover, the 
general public of the Colony had no 
conception of the dire poverty which 
prevailed. Actually, it was the 
spadework by dhe Inspectors which 
had produced the information which. 
had enabled the Socicty’s Committec 
and executive ofticers to decide on 
policy und to meet in some small 
degree the terrible povert with 
which the Socicty found Itself faced. 
The whole Colony owed a great, debt 


hto the women «who had undertaken 


that work. When the Society was 
formed, it was a new thing for 
Chinese women to undertake work 
of. that character. Personally, he 
would leave Hongkong with the most 
profound respect and admiration for 
thelr Inspectors, and: especially for 
Miss Seito Wal-cheung, whom he 
regarded as a ploncer In work of 
this character. 

Speaking on a vote 
Mr: Hazlerigg, Mr. 3. L. McPherson 
sald it was largely due to his work 
and wisdom that the Society had 
reached its present position of im- 
portance and usefulness. A great 
many people in Hongkong were in- 
debted to him for all that he had 
done, 

The vote was cordially endorsed, 
with an expression of hope that Mr. 
Hazlerigg would enjoy « huppy ce- 
tirement. 


Condolences Expressed 


The Chairman moved a vote of 
sincere condolence with the Hon. 
Mr. R. H. Kotowall in the vereave- 
ment he had suffered by the ceath 
of his wife. Mr, Hazlerigg said 
Mrs. Kotewall was a member of the 
General and Executive Committces 
of the Society from Its foundation, 
The work she had done for the 
Society, for the Po Leung Kuk and 
for innumerable other charities war 
well Inown to all, The Society had 
sufferedea grievous loss by her death. 

The vote was carried by those pre- 
sent standing in silence. 

Thanks to the Hon. Mr. Kotewall 
for his work as Chairman of the 
Executive, Committee last year were 
expressed by the Chairman, who said 
this was the’ second time in which 
Mr. Kotewall had filled the post.

Question of Directorship 


The Chairman said Mr. de Martin's 
decision was a great blow to. the 
Socicty, but he quite understood how 
he felt in the matter, not desiring to 
tnke the credit of ‘being Director 
without fulfilling the functions of 
the post, 

After discussion, it was decided 
that a sub-committee comprising 
Mr. Loseby, Mr. de Martin, Mr. 
Boxer, Mr. Sldnier and Mr, McKellar 
should consider the whole question 
of the Directorship and report to the 
next meeting. 


The case report for December 
showed that 100 new cases had been 
dealt with 
979 cases udder supervision at the 
end of the inonth. The average in- 
come per hoad per month of the 
eases dealt with wus $1.68, compared 
with $1.09 in November. The In- 
spectors had paid 477 visits to homes, 
and'no fewer than 4,016 persons had 
catled at the Soclety'’s offices.

It is no mere platitude to say 
that the news of the pending 
aransfer of His Excellency Sir 
‘Andrew Caldecott from Hong- 

to assume the Governor- 

of Ceylon, thas ‘been 
weecived with the utmost regret 
iby the whole Colony. Sir An- 
drow's tenure of office in Hong- 
kong will have.been: the shortest 
in the history of the Colony; he 
avill” be leaving within sixteen 
months of. his arrival here. 
Brief as the period of his 
inmcumbency has . been, His 
Excellency thas won a measure 
of popularity such _as__ seldom, 
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’| muntty._ generally” willhope””-to:l: 
800 ‘brought to completion’ by, his 


falls to the lot of any Governor. 
Notonly has he shown himself an 
administrator of. marked talents, 
but, . what is of almost equal 
importance in a cosmopolitan 
Colony such as Hongkong,’ he 
has, by his urbanity and ‘by his 
socinl attributes, made friends 
amongst all sections of the ‘com- 
munity. Never has ‘a Governor 
made closer and more- kindly 
contacts with, the people, 
Blessed with a keen sense of 
humour and a common-sense 
outlook on life, | his rare com- 
bination of qualities has served 
him well in the innumerable 
difficulties with which he has 
been faced ever since he took 
over . the Governorship 
Colony.

BRITAIN’S FUTURE IN

A suggestion, Uhat Britain should 
Rive up Gibrallar in exchange for 
Ceuta, on the African side .of ' the 
Straits, was made by Vice-Admiral 
C. V. Usborne at a meeting of the 
Near and Middle Enst Soclety Sn 
London recently. Admiral Usborne, 
who is now on the retired Ilst, was 


formerly ‘Director of Naval Intelli- 
fence, 


“If tn a war with Mediterranean 
Powers we decided ta abandon the 
right-of-way through that sen,’ we 
should {mmediately lose Maitn and 
Palestine," Admiral Usborne — said. 
“We should be turned.out of Egypt, 
Turkey would retake Transjordania 
and Iraq, and we should lose our 
Mediterranean trade, 


“That would be the first strye. 
Later, in all probnbilty, we should 
lose the whole Empire, At all costs, 
we, must keep our communications 
optn in the Mediterranean, ond the 
problem is how to do it.” 


Admiral Usborne’ maintained that 
in the event of war with Spain, siege 
guns could subject Gibraltar to con- 
tinuous bombardment,'and he also 
stated that acroplanes could bomb it 
from Algeria and French Morocco, 


“HAPPY” EXCHANGE 


“It comes to this,” he said: “The 
Rock {s untenable In’ war aguinst 
Spaln, and It will be exceedingly un- 
plensant to live on.in a war against 
France, 


“Opposite the Rock, on the other 
side of the Stralts, Jess than 20 miles 
away, Is the ‘Spanish fortress” of 
Ceuta.

only to send out sea patrols, and thus 
perform her function of guarding the 
Stralts much more effectively, but 
also ta reply to bombing attacks by 
bombing attacks.”
